Applicant's arguments, filed 01/07/2011, with respect to the requirement for a 
Supplemental Declaration have been fully considered and are persuasive. The Non-Final 
Rejection filed on 10/08/10 has been withdrawn. 

Regarding the Double Patenting Rejection, the Examiner no longer required the Terminal 
Disclaimer because this case is the parent case of applicants' serial number 10/713,837 in which 
the provisional double patenting rejection has been made. The double patenting rejection has 
been withdrawn because at this point this rejection is the only rejection remaining and this case 
(09/776,196) is the earlier filed application from the two pending application. 

Regarding the Supplemental Amendment, the Examiner has withdrawn the 251 rejection. 
The Application does not require an additional supplemental declaration because the issue of the 
double patenting rejection does not address an error on the 5,865,846 Patent.
